LADORLOGBYISTS 
CHART DRIVE ON 
CONGRESS FOR 
ACTION ON JOBS 


Demand Likely to Be 
Strident and to Stress 
Political Conse- 
quences of Failure to 
Move Now.

WASHINGTON, April 9— 
Legislative agents of the big 
AFL-CIO unions met here to- 
day to chart a ¢éo-ordinated 
lobbying drive for the federa- 
tion’s plan of attack on unem- 
ployment. 


There were indications that 
the tone of the lobbyists’ ap- 
proach to members of Congress 
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would be somewhat strident, 
with considerable emphasis on | 
the political consequences of | 
failure to act now against job- 
lessness, particularly for the | 
heavy Democratic majorities in | 
both houses. | 

The lobbying drive was. 
shaping up as the last of more 
than 5000 delegates from 15 
cities cleared out of Washing- 
ton after sitting almost docilely 
through six hours of virtually 
uninterrupted oratory yester- 
day in the steaming National 
Guard Armory here. | 

The visitors, most of them | 
unemployed, attended a one- 
day conference on unemploy- 
ment sponsored by the feder- 
ation. 

The delegates voted to dram- 
atize the plight of jobless 
workers with community rallies 
in their home towns, and de- 
manded that President Eisen- 
hower call an immediate con- 
ference on labor, business, 
farm and Government leaders 
to plan for reducing unemploy- 
ment. 

Attacks on Eisenhower. 


The biz guns of tabos, AFL- 
CIO President George Meany; 
Walter P. Reuther, federation 
vice president and head of the 
recession-hit United Auto 
Workers, and George Harrison, | 
$65,000-a-year president of the | 
Railway Clerks Union, blasted | 
President Eisenhower and the 
Administration for what they 
termed callous indifference 
toward the plight of the 4,362,- 
000 unemployed. 

The labor leaders also criti- 
cized the President for spend- 
ing so much time playing golf | 
and accused him of getting his 
information about the economy 
from rich cronies in duck 
blinds and on quail-hunting ex- 
peditions. 

Senator Paul Douglas (Dem.), 
Illinois, an ardent proponent of | 
public works investment by the 
Federal Government to create 
new jobs and new industries, 
denounced the Administration 
for “relentless opposition” to 
such projects as the Demo-| 
cratic-sponsored legislation for | 
loans to depressed areas. 

As if in answer to criticism

The St, Louis County Council 
approved a priority list of road 
and bridge improvements yes- 
terday to cost an estimated 
$5,412,300. Thirteen projects 
were given high priority, and 
56 others were designated as 
having “lesser priority.’ 4 

Councilman John J. Dowling 
bey Second District, voted 
alone against the schedule after 
vainly attempting to get a proj- 
ect in his district added to the 
high priority list. The proposed 
improvement, presently ranked 
thirty-ninth, calls for widening 
Kienlen avenue from two to 
four lanes between Natural 
Bridge road and Easton avenue, 
with a bridge over the Terminal 
Railroad tracks, at a cost of 
more than $1,000,000. 

First project on the priority 
list would be the widening of 
West Florissant avenue from 
the Wabash Railroad right-of- 
way to Chambers road, at an 
estimated cost of $530,800. 

The council had met private- 
ly earlier yesterday to discuss 
the priority schedule, which 
had been submitted last month 
by John J. Leslie, county high- 
way engineer. 

Leslie compiled the list after 
determining that supplemental 
road and bridge improvements 
needed in the county would 
cost about $27,000,000, as com- 
pared with the $9,837,000 ap- 
proved by voters in the 1955 
bond issue program for these 
projects. 

He reported that $3,539,000 
of the bond issue funds has 
been spent or earmarked for 
surveys, plans and specifica- 
tions, acquisition of right-of- 
way, construction and adminis- 
tration, leaving unencumbered 
a total of $6,298,000. Leslie 
said costs of building the 13 
high priority improvements 
could be covered by this sum. 

The council had ordered and 
received a similar schedule in 
1957, but allowed it to die in 
committee after determining 
that planning of the projects 
had not advanced sufficiently 
to permit establishment of 
priorities. 

Report on Inner Belt. 

Leslie submitted a special 
report yesterday to the eouncil 
on the status of the proposed 
Inner Belt Expressway. He ex- 
plained the chronological re- 
view was offered in belief it 
might be helpful to recently 
elected councilmen. 

In the report, Leslie remind- 
ed the council that the State 
Highway Commission had been 
asked last November to take 
over the proposed inner belt 
route as part of the federal aid 
highway system. The $16,000,- 
000 bond issue funds approved 
in 1955 by county voters for 
the highway would be applied 
against the over-all costs. 

“No advice has since been 
received from the State High- 
way Commission,” Leslie re- 
ported. “From questions asked 
by chief engineer Rex M. Whit- 
ton of the State Highway De- 
partment, it is my impression 
that the commission is awaiting 
advice from the county as to 
what restrictions, if any, would 
be placed on the use of the 
county bond issue funds if the 
state were to act favorably on 
the county’s request.” 

Agreement by the state to 
take over the Inner Belt proj- 
ect would not mean an early 
start on the thoroughfare, Les- 
lie told the council during dis- 
cussion of his report. He said 
Whitton had mentioned the 
state’s own priority list for 
work scheduled in the St. Louis 
area that would require about 
eight years to complete before 
the Inner Belt route could be 
taken up. 

County Counselor William E. 
Gallagher said he had talked 
to Whitton about Inner Belt, 
and was told that if the state 
adopted it, completion of the 
state’s priority projects could 
recuire as many as 10 years. 

Directed to See McNary. 

Council Chairman Thomas 
C. Dunne, First District Demo- 
crat, directed Leslie to consult 
with Supervisor James H. J. 
McNary on how to resume ne- 
gotiations with the State High- 
way Department on the coun- 
ty’s request.

These measures were among 
21 bills passed in the House 
yesterday, bringing to 31 the 
number of bills approved in | 
the House during the day and | 
sent to the Senate for consider- | 
ation. In addition, the House 
passed a proposed constitu- 
tional amendment. 

The amendment sent to the 
Senate would authorize adop-- 
tion of a pension plan for mem- 
bers of the St. Louis county 
police department. If finally 
passed by the Legislature and 
approved by the voters in Mis- 
souri, the proposed amendment 
would be a first step in estab- 
lishment of a police pension 
plan in the county. The coun- 
ty’s charter then would have 
to be amended and enabling 
legislation enacted before the

The 
amount of schooling provided 
is greater because longer 
school terms are maintained. 

Attendance Better. 


“There ig better attendance 
and youths remain in school 
longer. Higher scores on 
achievement tests are made 
both in the three R’s in ele 
mentary school and on aca- 
demic tests in high school.” 

It noted also that states 

which spend more money for 
education tend to rank sub- 
stantially higher than other 
states in earning power of their 
residents. 
_ Summing up its findings, the 
commitee pointed out that the 
quality of educational pro- 
grams is influenced also by 
factors other than expendi- 
tures. Yet it emphasized: “It 
appears that, other things being 
equal, more money buys bet- 
ter education.”

GAINS IN TEXAS 


AUSTIN, Tex., April 9 (AP) 
—The House Elections Com- 
mittee of the Texas Legislature 
last night approved a bill that 
would allow Senator Lyndon 
B. Johnson (Dem.), Texas, to 
run for re-election and also 
for President or Vice Presi- 
_ dent in 1960. 

After two hours of wrang- 
ling in which opponents 
charged that Texas’s senior 
Senator was seeking to have 
his cake and eat it, too, the 
committee sent the measure to 
the floor for debate. 

Representative Dean Johns- 
ton (Dem.), Houston, called it 
a “state aid to Johnson” bill. 
It’s author, Representative 
Marshall O. Bell (Dem.), San 
Antonio, denied that he had 
even discussed the measure 
with Johnson or any of his 
aids. 

The bill also would move 
the date vf the Democratic 
primaries in Texas to May and 
June rather than in July and 
August as now. 

The favorable recommenda- 
tion came on a voice vote after 
opponents had been beaten 
down on test votes, 11 to 6 and 
13 to 4. 

Johnson has said repeatedly 
that he is not seeking the 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation. However, there has 
been widespread mention of 
the Senate majority leader as 
a top possibility. 

“I think everybody knows 
whom this bill was written 
for,” Representative Johnston 
said. “It would let him have 
his cake and eat it too. It 
seems to me the ambitions of 
Lyndon B. Johnson have found 
their way into these legislative 
halls. This bill was written 
for one man and one man only.

9 Billion Invested; State, County 
Offices Administer Program 


CCC Has 14% Billion in Borrowing Au- 
thority — How Grower Can Obtain 
Loan — No Solution of Over-Produc-| 
tion Problem in Sight Now.

HE TOP AGENCY in the government's farm price support 
T program is the Commodity Credit Corporation. It was 

organized in 1933 and now has an investment of nine bil- 
lion dollars in surplus agricultural commodities. 


The CCC is an instrumental- 
ity of the United States with a 
permanent federal charter. It 
is capitalized at $100,000,000 
and has a present borrowing 
authority of $14,500,000,000. It 
is managed by a six-member 
board appointed by the Presi- 
dent of the United States sub- 
ject to Senate approval. The 
Secretary of Agriculture is an 
ex-officio. board member and 
chairman. 

The CCC has an advisory 
board of five mémbers, also ap- 
pointed by the President. Not 
more than three may belong 
to the same political party. The 
board meets at least every 
three months to survey poli- 
cies. 

Ranging down from these 
select groups is a vast organi- 
zation that directly reaches the 
farms of millions of farmers 
who grow their crops under 
federal price guarantees. 


Variety of Categories. 


The operating agency of the 

CCC is the Commodity Stabili- 
zation Service, which is respon- 
sible for activities in these 
categories: acreage allotments 
and marketing quotas; soil 
bank; price support; disposal 
of surplus through domestic 
and foreign sales, barter, trans- 
fer and donation; the interna- 
tional wheat agreement act; 
storage,. shipping and related 
service activities; administra- 
tion of the sugar act, and cer- 
tain assigned mobilization plan- 
ning. 
The stabilization service is 
broken down administratively 
into commodity and functional 
divisions with headquarters in 
Washington. It has eight com- 
modity Offices, in Boston, Chi- 
cago, Dallas, Minneapolis, New 
Orleans, Portland (Ore.), Cin- 
cinnati and Kansas City. These 
are responsible for field trans- 
portation and warehousing and 
commodity procurement and 
merchandising functions. 

Key units in the operation 
are Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation (ASC) state 
and county committees. The 
state committees are made up 
of three members appointed by 
the Secretary of Agriculture 
and a fourth who is the state 
director of the Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service. 


County Member Elected. 


The three-man county com- | 


mittees are elected by farmers | are established by Congress. 


and through them the CSS ob- 
tains recommendations and ad- 
vice in the formulation of pol- 
icies and program plans. The 
committeemen are paid on a 
per diem basis; in most cases 
they have a county executive 
officer who is paid full-time 
by the government. State and 
county offices are responsible 
for local administration of na- 
tional programs. 

Different procedures are 
used for different commodities. 
The’ following indicates what 
happens in the case of wheat, 
which is under mandatory 


price supports. The national al- 
lotment for this crop is set at 
55,000,000 acres; that is broken | 
down into state and county al- | 
lotments.

bins for safe storage, takes a 
sample for grade analysis and 
seals the bins. If the wheat 
meets requirements, the com- 
mittee makes out a note and 
a chattel mortgage. After sign- 
ing these documents, the farm- 
er can obtain his support-price 
loan from his local bank or, 
through the committee, direct- 
ly from the CCC. 

The loan may be repaid at 
any time before it becomes 
due. However, the borrower 
may turn over to CCC the col- 
lateral put up against the non- 
reeourse loan instead of re- 
paying it. 

For example, a farmer who 
obtains a loan on 1000 bushels 


of wheat at an established sup- | 


port price of $2 a bushel, is 
not required to repay his $2000 
loan, even though at the time 
the loan falls due the price of 
wheat has dropped to $1.85 a 
bushel, making the market val- 
ue of the collateral $1850. 
Obligation Discharged. 

Instead of repaying the loan. 
he may notify the county ASC 
committee that he will turn 
over his wheat to the govern- 
ment. Delivery of 1000 bushels 
of wheat of a quality equal to 
that placed under loan dis- 
charges his obligation to the 
CCC. The wheat, stored in pri- 
vate or government - owned 
granaries, thus becomes part of 
the government’s mountainous 
inventory that soon will be 
costing $1,500,000 a day to 
maintain. 

On loans that are redeemed, 
an interest rate of 34% per cent 
a year is charged for the pe- 
riod of the loan. No interest is 
charged the farmer when the 
loan is not repaid and the 
commodity is delivered. In 
those cases, the CCC pays the 
interest that is due the local 
bank. 

On April 1 the Agriculture 
Department announced it would 
increase from two-and-a-half 
per cent to two-and-three- 
quarters per cent the interest 
rate paid to banks for financ- 
ing the price support loans. 
There was no change in the 
loan rate to farmers.

Should the farmer be 
given an allotment of 50 acres 
for wheat growing, he can ob- 
tain a crop loan if he harvests 
within that figure. If his av- 
erage yield is 20 bushels an 
acre and, through the use of 
fertilizer and fortunate weath- 
er conditions he gets 25, he is 
not penalized. This happened 
on a large scale last year.

Army insiders claim 
the President was merely try- 
ing to butter him up to keep 
him from writing a critical 
book. But the offer of another 
two years as army chief came 
too late. Taylor turned it down 
and prepared to write his book. 

Then out of the blue, as a 
good-by present, Mr. Eisen- 
hower asked the Senate to pro- 
mote Taylor to the permanent 
rank of four-star general. 

Grateful Gen. Taylor has 
now passed out word that his 
new book won't be bitter. All 
he intends to do is present his 
ideas on military strategy.

“They are devoting about 
twice as much of their gross 
national product to military 
ends as we are,” Dulles de- 
clared. “Rapid economic growth 
will provide the Kremlin lead- 
ers with additional resources 
with which to intensify the 
arms race. If recent trends and 
present Soviet policies contin- 
ue, Soviet military spending 
could increase by 50 per cent 
in the next seven years without 
increasing the relative burden 
on their economy. 

“The Soviet seven-year plan, 
even if not fully achieved, will 
provide the wherewithal to 
push the expansion of trade 
and aid with the uncommitted 
and underdeveloped nations of 
the free world. 

“The outcome of this contest 


—the Communist challenge in 


underdeveloped areas—is cru- 
cial to the survival of the free 
world.” 

More than a billion dollars in 
new credits was extended to 
underdeveloped countries by 
the Soviet bloc in 1958, accord- 
ing to the CIA director. And 
in the past four years, the 
grants and credits totaled 
$2,500,000,000, of which $1,600,- 


000,000 came from the Soviet 


Union and the balance from 
satellites and China.

reality dominating the forthcoming negotia- 
tions with Russia is the growing realization 
on all sides that reunion of the two Germanys 
is barred for the indefinite future. 


If this conelusion is sound, two questions 


-confront the West. Does the presumed Soviet 


decision to perpetuate the division of Ger- 
many foreclose any transitional German sét- 
tlement and any military disengagement? 
Does it foreclose any agreement on a new 
status for Berlin? 

We believe the answer should be No in 
both cases. To abandon efforts for some 
limitation of armaments or demilitarization 
of a central European zone including parts 
of Germany would mean simply accepting 
for years ahead the perils of the existing 
situation. Whether or not German reunifi- 
cation is now possible, a European security 
arrangement remains as desirable as ever. 
To guard against the catastrophe of a nuclear 
war ignited accidentally or by pan-German 
extremism, it is as necessary as ever to limit 
the nuclear buildup on both sides of the 
dividing line, and to pull back, thin out or 
freeze the military forces now confronting 
each other. 

It is only realistic, however, to recognize 
that the possibility of such a broad European 
agreement becomes slimmer as the chances 
of a German settlement diminish. Both sides 
remain caught in the circular vise that has 
gripped them over the past decade: the ab- 
sence of an agreed German settlement impels 
each to fortify its position in the two halves 
of Germany, and this reciprocal military en- 
trenchment makes it more difficult to come 
to an agreed German settlement. 


But if the time should prove too early for 
a European or an all-German settlement, ean 
agreement on the narrower problem of Berlin 
is not only possible but vitally necessary. 


Theoretically, the best solution for Berlin 
is one that is part of a broader agreement on 
Germany and Europe. But this is not the 
only possibility, and it would be reckless to 
take a rigid attitude against anything else. 

The West should be prepared to support 
some form of United Nations responsibility 
for Berlin in exchange for guarantees of free 
access and political stability. We cannot, of 
course, abandon the West Berliners or accept 
unilateral Soviet abrogation of the existing 


arrangements. But we can improve those - 


arrangements and adapt them to the realities 
of today by agreement—and such a policy 
would be far more responsible than blindly 
rallying to a vanishing status quo. 

The maximum objective for Western pol- 
icy in the forthcoming negotiations should 
be a European security settlement based on 
some degree of disengagement. The minimum 
objective should be a Berlin settlement that 
will guarantee the’ city’s freedom and secu- 
rity despite its position as an island in a 
Red sea.

Smothering the Ewald Bill 


Would Missourians like to know how their 
State Representatives voted on the motion to 
kill the Ewald bill to extend the non-partisan 
court plan? Well, they cannot find out. The 
House members smothered the bill with a 
voice vote. There is no record that anybody 
can turn to. 

Representative Ewald's bill was to make 
the plan, which takes the judiciary out of 
party politics, applicable only to St. Louis 
county. Thus he attempted to avoid the fate 
of the earlier bill of Representative Asche- 
meyer which sought to make the plan appli- 
cable to all judicial circuits. When the Ewald 
bill was called up for perfection, out came 
the stilettos. Representative Shepherd, serv- 
ing from St. Louis county as are Messrs. 
Ewald and Aschemeyer, moved to amend the 
bill to make it apply to all judicial circuits in 
Missouri. That turned it into the defeated 
Aschemeyer bill all over again. Representa- 
tive Farmer of Joplin moved to table and the 
House shouted down amendment and bill 
together.

These are old estimates, made by the Asso- 
ciated Industries of Massachusetts—a state 
which has just adopted withholding. The 
actual cost depends on the complexity of the 
withholding system adopted; it is far less 
under federal withholding. 

Employers ought to consider the cost of 
withholding in terms of the cost of new 
taxes. The House, for example, recently 
passed a use tax which would put a 2 per 
cent levy on out-of-state purchases by Mis- 
souri business. Gov. Blair, who finally op- 
posed withholding, once remarked that it 
ought to seem better than new taxes. This 
is 4 point for Missouri business interests to 
contemplate. 


A few days ago the House unanimously 
passed a resolution for a joint committee to 
study Missouri’s tax structure and to report 
in 1961. Such a study is advisable for a 
variety of reasons. One was mentioned by 
its sponsor, Representative Graham of Jef- 
ferson City, who said he opposed tax increases 


‘unless all loopholes were closed in present 


taxes. Withholding would close loopholes for 
income tax evasion. And no realistic study 
of state taxation can avoid the issue of 
pay-as-you-go. 


Where a ‘No’ Hurt 


Although their intentions may have been 


good, St. Louisans made a serious mistake, 
we think, in turning down the proposed Char- 
ter amendment removing the $10,000 city 
salary ceiling. 

In the long run this unrealistic limitation 
will tend to drive up the cost of city govern- 
ment, not hold it steady. St. Louis will be 
unable to afford the imaginative administra- 
tors and top-flight technicians with the ability 
to do business at minimum expense. 


The salary limitation also is a kind of 
built-in guarantee of second-rate service. 
First-rate people will shun city employment; 
and exceptional personnel already on the pay- 
roll will be attracted to better-paying posi- 
tions elsewhere. Second-raters accordingly 
will tend to rise to top positions and they 
will tend to provide second-rate service. 


Having suffered two setbacks in five 
months, the proposal on its face would seem 
to be dead. Yet the fact that it received 
simple majorities each time (but not the 
necessary three-fifths majority) suggests that 
the Aldermen would not be out of line if 
they gave the people one more chance to do 
what has to be done to keep the public serv- 
ice at an acceptable level. 


Oklahoma’s Election and Others 


Gov. Edmondson could not have followed 
a surer course to make Oklahoma an honest 
state on the question of prohibition. When 
he became Chief Executive last January he 
began to enforce the dry law for just about 
the first time. State officers drove hundreds 
of bootleggers out of their illegal but long- 
thriving business. With hard liquor unavail- 
able, night club after night club closed its 
doors. 


When Tuesday’s “rum referendum” was 
held, Oklahoma had had enough of its pro- 
hibition law that went back to 1907 and the 
state’s admission to the Union. Bootlegger 
interests, which had voted with the drys be- 
fore, swung heavily behind repeal. In a total 
of more than 700,000 (highest before on re- 
peal was 591,000), the wets got almost 400,- 
000. To reinforce the change, voters rejected 
by better than 2-to-l a county option pro- 
posal, with the result that prohibition is 
lifted from the entire state. 


But Oklahoma is not plunging in over its 
head. It keeps a tight control on hard 
liquor. Whisky will be sold legally only by 
the bottle and in designated places. Now 
only Mississippi remains as a “dry” state. 


The other April elections of note were 
those in Michigan and Chicago, In Michigan, 
the Republicans elected on a statewide basis 
three members of the boards which govern 
the higher educational institutions, while the 
Democrats elected nine. The one race involv- 
ing a state office at East Lansing was for 
Superintendent of Public Schools and that 
went to the Democratic nominee. 

Mayor Daley, running with much independ- 
ent and even some Republican support, won a 
second four-year term as a Democratic Mayor 
of Chicago. The total vote was one of the 
lightest in many years, but Mayor Daley’s 
71 per cent of the vote was close to the record 
set by the late Edward J. Kelly 24 years ago. 

These Democratic victories are not neces- 
sarily translatable in terms of 1960. Usually 
being “in” is regarded as an advantage, but 
a year from now it could be a handicap. It 
takes time to tell.

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The Arctic as a Sea Route 


Nautilus Captain Sees Dawn of Commerce Under Ice of Northern Sea

Man’s last unknown sea, the ice- 
mantled Arctic Ocean, has yielded 
to the Atomic Age. Across the top 
of the world, blazed by thousands of 
instrument readings, lies a maritime 
highway of tomorrow — strategic, 
commercially promising, and, I am 
convinced, safe. 


For centuries the Arctic Ocean 
has remained almost as unmapped 
as the far side of the moon. Even 
less than six months ago, the concept

- the Arctic Ocean by the Atlantic 
side. 


Skate surfaced several times in 
open leads in the ice pack, once 
within 40 miles of the Pole, and an- 
other time directly in front of the 
manned IGY Drifting Station Alpha 
on a huge ice floe. While at the 
North Pole itself, she made a com- 
plete circle around it, and hence 
“around the world,” in only 50 min- 
utes of maneuvering.

The first two voyages of the Nau- 
tilus beneath the Arctic ice, in Au- 
gust 1957, and June 1958, consisted 
of a series of tentative probes from 
the Atlantic and the Pacific. During 
these preliminary excursions much 
scientific data was collected and 
many lessons were learned about the 
new techniques of polar navigation 
and in-ice maneuvering and surfac- 


ing. 
The third voyage of the Nautilus 
was the history-making rapid shot 


directly across the Arctic via the 
Nogth Pole. The only direct, fast 
Northwest Passage had been opened. 

Both the Nautilus and Skate 
sounded the Arctic depths along 
their course and measured salinity, 
temperatures, and ice thickness, giv- 
ing valuable clues to the movements 
of water in the Arctic Basin. Nau- 
tilus alone compiled ‘more’ than 
11,000 individual soundings. 

We found that this is a very deep 
ocean, with deep approaches from 
the Atlantic side. Though it was 
disconcerting at times to find vari- 
ances of more than a mile between 
estimated and actual depths of the 
sea, the basic features of the Arctic 
Basin were confirmed. 

It will take our chief scientist, Dr. 
Waldo K. Lyon, months to analyze 
the ice data recorded on our cross- 
ing—he brought back two trunkfuls 
of it—but I am sure that polar ice 
experts are due for some real sur-. 
prises.

One, that the under-ice profile is 
fantastically rugged, far more so than 
anyone ever thought; and two, that 
there is, stating it plainly, a lot 
more ice up there than anyone has 
suspected.

Conventional subs, cruising sub- 
merged on battery power, possess 
limited endurance. They must sur- 
face frequently or raise air-intaking 
tubes, in order to fire up their big 
diesel engines and recharge their 
batteries. No such necessity haunts 
the atomic sub. Her power plant does 
not require oxygen, and a built-in 
atmosphere sustains the crew com- 
fortably on long underwater cruises. 

Commercial submarines, given the 
same capability, would shave great 
distances from many of today’s sea 
lanes. For example, the surface route 
from Tokyo to London totals 11,200 
nautical miles; by the polar passage 
the distance shrinks to 6500. Simi- 
larly, a vessel bound from Seattle 
to Oslo logs 9300 miles, but an Arctic 
sub would travel only 6100. 

Not to be overlooked is the ad- 
vantage a cargo submarine would 
enjoy in wartime. It would be far 
less vulnerable to attack than a sur- 
face vessel. 

Our Federal Maritime Administra- 
tion is keenly aware of these possi- 
bilities. Recently it contracted with 
Electric Boat Division of General 
Dynamics Corp., builder of the Nau- 
tilus and Skate, for a study of nu- 
clear-powered submarine tankers. 
Under consideration are proposals 
for ships of 20,000 to 40,000 tons 
carrying capacity—all much larger 
than the Nautilus. 

Hydrodynamic studies long have 
shown that a submarine is more effi- 
cient at high speed than a surface 
vessel, The Maritime Administration 
believes a 40-knot submarine tanker 
is a “possibility.” To attain speed, 
the sub would require far less power 
than would its surface counterpart. 

Moreover, I do not know of any 
practical limit to the size of such 
submarines, The Japanese have an- 
nounced that they are studying a 
100,000-ton design. 

No one can say with surety when 
commercial ships will ply the Arc- 
tic. That day will come, but, in the 
meantime, further exploration is 
needed. More trips must be made at 
all seasons to determine varying ice 
conditions, as well as the best pos- 
sible routes,

An international agreement 
to reunite Germany is at pres- 
ent impossible unless either 
the Soviet Union or the West- 
ern Allies abandon what they 
regard as their vital interests. 
Since neither can compel the 
other to abandon its vital in- 
terests, all of us must live with 
the fact that there are two Ger- 
manys and Berlin. 


Reunion Will Come. 


Speaking for myself, I do not 
like the situation. I belong to 
the minority who have long 
argued that German national 
feeling will not accept the par- 
tition of Germany, that some 
day and somehow the West 
Germans will come to terms 
with Eastern Germany and the 
Soviet Union in order to re- 
unite their country. 

The case for a politically 
neutral Germany and for the 
disengagement of non-German 
troops has been inspired by an 
attempt to find an orderly set- 
tlement of the problem of Ger- 


man reunification—to avert a 
disorderly deal brought about 
by an explosion of frustrated 
national German patriotism. 

But the attempt to negotiate 
a general settlement to reunify 
Germany has failed. That is 
the meaning of the present 
German crisis. Both sides are 
against an agreed reunification 
and they must now live with 
the consequences. These con- 
sequences include the grave 
risk that the German people 
will not accept the partition of 
their country. 


Settlement Not Expected. 


The best we can expect from 
the coming negotiations is not 
a settlement but a modus vi- 
vendi. The big question, as I 
see it, is whether to recognize 
and regulate the situation that 
we cannot now change, or to 
accept the facts as they are 
but to refuse to recognize 
them on the theory that some 
day and somehow the facts 
will change for the better. 

Insofar as there are conflicts 
of opinion among the Western 
allies, they arise primarily 
over this question. There is 
Dr. Adenauer’s view, which 
has the formal support of Gen. 
De Gaulle, that while there 
are in fact two Germanys, 
nothing must be done by the 
allies which recognizes the 
existence of the other Ger- 
many 

Thus Dr. Adeneuer’s sub- 
ordinate officials negotiate 
traffic and other agreements 
with the Communist officials. 
They argue that if we did the 
same, we would destroy the 
fiction that the East German 
state does not really exist as 
a fact in the international 
world. 


British View Practical. 


As against this there is the 
British view which is based 
on the practical and prosaic 
idea that since the East Ger- 
man state does in fact exist, 
we shalJ all have to live with 
it, and there is no point in 
pretending that the East Ger- 
man state does not exist. 

Before we meet the Russians 
in the coming conferences, this 
country will have to make up 
its mind about where it stands 
in the argument between the 
Germans and the British. It is 
a hard choice to make. For 
though the issue is posed in 
a theoretical form, there are 
grave substantiai risks which 


may follow either choice. 
The 


recognition does not come from 
any passionate interest of his 
in the reunification of Ger- 
many. Dr. Adenauer knows 
that reunification is not prac- 
tical politics and it is no secret 
that as an old Rhinelander his 
heart does not bleed for a 
close political union with the 
Prussians and the Saxons of 
the East. 


Bismarck to Hitler. 


What Dr. Adenauer distrusts 
and fears is German national- 
ism, which wi its most respect- 
able form derives from Bis- 
marck and in its most degraded 
and malignant form from Hit- 
ler. 

His doctrine of not recogniz- 
ing the East German state is 
a defense against German Nna- 
tionalism which, if it goes on 
a rampage for German unity, 
may upset the whole applecart 
—NATO, the common market, 
the entente with France, and 
the alignment of Western Ger- 
many with the Western society 
against the barbarians of the 
East. 

In the last analysis, we are 
asked to follow Dr. Adenauer’s 
doctrine of the non-recogni- 
tion of. the fact of the two 
Germanys in order to avoid 
the defeat of his party in the 
German elections of 1961. 


Where the Risks Lie. 


Although I do not agree with 
it, it is, 1 admit, an impressive 
case, But the risks of the Ade- 
nauer policy are greater than 
those of the Macmillan policy. 
For the British are, I believe, 
essentially right in wishing to 
recognize the facts of life as 
they are, and to regulate them 
by a negotiated agreement. 

The case for recognizing that 
there are two Germanys and 
that there is, therefore, a spe- 
cial situation in Berlin is this: 
It is our best chance to ar- 
range for an orderly evolution 
in Germany. If we could get an 
international charter for Ber- 
lin, we could greatly reduce 
the risks of dangerous inci- 
dents caused by misunderstand- 
ing, by the recklessness or care- 
lessness of subordinate officers 
and officials, or by mischievous 
provocation, 

If we could bring the two 
German states into a legal re- 
lationship with each other, 
there would be a chance that 
the movement towards German 
unity, which is cert&in to grow, 
would be open and visible rath- 
er than clandestine and con- 
spiratorial. 


Weighing Two Views. 


In weighing the two views— 
which we have called roughly 
the German and the British— 
we must bear in mind that we 
are not choosing between a di- 
vided Germany and a reunited 
Germany. 

Macmillan and Adenauer and 
De Gaulle and Khrushchev are 
agreed in realizing that the two 
Germanys are not going to be 
reunited. The question is 
whether to recognize this situa- 
tion or to drift along without 
recognizing it. 

If we drift along, accepting 
the fact of the partition but re- 
fusing to recognize it, hoping 
to stand pat against the evolu- 
tion of things, we can probably 
manage for a while. When the 
Soviet Union or the East Ger- 
man Government grunts, we 
can growl, and since neither of 
us wants war or dares to have 
a war, we may be able to keep 
things as they are for a little 
time to come—perhaps until 
all of us have had our elec- 
tions. 


Let Us Grasp Realities. 


Controvéersy—Was 89 
Years Old. 


PHOENIX, Ariz., April 9 
(AP)—Architect Frank Lloyd 
Wright, colorful and controver- 
sial genius of design, died ear- 
ly today in a Phoenix hospital 
following a brief illness. He 
was 89 years old. 

Mr. Wright underwent an 
operation Monday for removal 
of an intestinal obstruction. He 
had been stricken Saturday at 
his winter home near Scotts- 


dale. 


He was almost as noted for 
his pithy comments as for his 
unusual buildings. 

“Early in life I had to choose 
between honest arrogance and 
hypocritical humility,” he said 
at the age of 87. “I chose hon- 
est arrogance and have seen 
no occasion to change.” 

Mr. Wright designed more 
than 700 buildings around the 
world to leave a lasting im- 
print on the architectural 
scene. 

The most famous included 


the Imperial Hotel in Tokyo, 
the circular structure under 
construction, that will be the 
Guggenheim Museum in New 
York, the Price tower in 
Bartlesville, Okla., and the 
home designed for Edgar Kauf- 
man .at Bear Run, Pa., built 
over a waterfall. 
In 1948 the American Insti- 
tute of Architects named him 
the fifteenth winner in 42 years 
of its gold medal “for distin- 
guished service to the advance- 
ment of the art and the pro- 
fession of architecture.” 
But there’ was no love lost 
between him and members of 
the institute. Some of his sharp- 
est barbs were reserved for 
his fellow architects. He once 
described the institute as “the 
American Institute of Appear- 
ances” and on another occasion 
declared, “the only thing wrong 
with architecture is architects.” 
‘But architects were not the 
only objects of his wrath. 

Cities as ‘Vampires.’ 
He didn’t like cities. He 
called them “vampires living 
on the fresh blood of the 
countryside and villages, steril- 
izing humanity.” Urban apart- 
ment developments were 
“nothing but sanitary slums.” 
He called the design of the 
Air Force Academy at Colo- 
rado. Springs, Colo. “half- 
baked.” Government buildings 
in Washington he termed 
“stone quarries erected to sat- 
isfy a grandomania as insati- 
able as it is insignificant.” 
Asked to comment on the 
multi-million dollar Shamrock 
Hotel in Texas, Mr: Wright is 
said to have urged erection of 
a huge neon sign on the roof 
with one word, “Why?” 
He was not always consist- 
ent. At ah early stage in his 
career he declared war on 
skyscrapers. 
“If you stop and think about 
them, you ask why so unethical 
an act can be allowed to exist 
. They are Molochs raised 
for the commercial exploitation 
of the man in the street.” 
But in August of 1956, Mr. 
Wright proposed a 510-story, 
mile-high skyscraper on the 
Chicago lakefront. 

Instructed Followers. 
He established the Frank 
Lloyd Wright Foundation to 
instruct young architectural 
followers. In the summer the 
disciples studied at Taliesiu 
East, at Spring Green, Wis. In 
the winter they moved with

near Phoenix. Taliesin is a 
Welsh word meaning “shining 


brow.” 

Mr. Wright was married 
three times. His first wife was 
Catherine Tobin. Six children 
were born to the union before 
it ended in divorce. He then 
married Miriam Noel, a mature 
woman with three grown chil- 
dren. After their divorce he 
married Olga Lazovich. They 
had one daughter. 

Wright is survived by his 
widow, a sister, Mrs. Maginel 
Wright Barney, New York; four 
sons, Lloyd of Los Angeles, 
John L., Del Mar, Calif., David, 
Phoenix, and Robert L., Wash- 
ington; two daughters, Mrs. 
Catherine Baxter, Menlo Park, 
Calif., and lIovana*® Wright, 
Phoenix; nine grandchildren 
including movie actress Anne 
Baxter and eight great-grand- 
children, 

Private services will be held 
at Talisen West after which 
the body will be taken to Tali- 
esen East for services and 
burial. 

If Mr. Wright had a major 
impact on architecture, his 
craft also had deep meaning 
for him. “You can listen to 
music and understand it,” he 
said. “You can look at a paint- 
ing and understand it. But a 
building is there as an experi- 
ence. You have to live in it 
to understand it.” 

He called for architecture to 
be functional and what he 
termed organic. 

“If we build in the desert, 
let the house know the desert 
and the desert be proud of the 
house by making the house an 
extension of the desert,” he 
once said. 


Indifference Was Rare. 
By United Press International. 

The one emotion Mr. Wright 
rarely inspired was indiffer- 
ence. He battled relentlessly 
against architectural conven- 
tions and social customs, and 
his life was studdec with argu- 
ments and legal tangles with 
ex-wives, and other architects, 

His crusade for what he 
thought was good in architec- 
ture is best explained perhaps 
by the crest he chose for him- 
self, an ancient Druid symbol 
meaning “truth against the 
world.” 

Biographers said of him that 
most of the difficulty he ex- 
perienced with his public arose 
from the fact that he sought 
perfection which was impossi- 
ble for man to achieve in 
building. 


But we need not try to be 
proud of ourselves if this is | 
what we do. For what we shall | 
have done is to buy a tempo-

President Eisenhower, in his 
Jan. 29 farm message to Con- 
gress, said the production-con- 
trol and price-support program 
“has not worked,” and he made 
this point among others:

But business also is 
pleased when. people increase 
their savings. First, it makes 
consumers more confident and 
thus better prospective cus- 
tomers. And second, it builds 
up the capital and investment 
funds which business must tap 
when it wants to expand. 


THE LIFE INSURANCE 
Association of America says 
that such funds flowing into 
the capital market from the 
people’s thrift institutions and 
corporate pension funds have 
more than tripled in the last 
10 years—from 7% billion dol- 
lars in 1948 to 24% billion 
dollars last year. Estimates of 
how Americans save put the 
biggest share, 95 billion dol- 
lars, in time deposits in banks 
and postal savings, with some 
77,000,000 different accounts. 
Next comes life insurance sav- 
ings (distinct from the face 
amount of protection in force) 
around 86% billion dollars, 
with about 110,000,000 individ- 
uals involved. Most of the re- 
maining 95% billion dollars is 
about equally divided between 
savings and loan associations, 
with some 22,000,000 members, 
and United States savings 
bonds, with some 40,000, 
owners. Credit unions, coming 
up fast, serve more than 10,- 
000,000. Other forms of sav- 
ing, not included above, are 
such things as increasing equi- 
ties in homes, ownership of se- 
curities, and holdings of cur- 
rency in or out of mattresses.

IF YOU NOTICE a wide 
spread in the price of fresh 
vegetables this week, it prob- 
ably will depend upon the part 
of the country from which they 
come, 


The heavy rains in Florida 
have ) 

areas, causing 

the quality of certain vegeta- 
bles. This applies especially to 
beans, endive and escarole, ro- 
maine and leaf lettuce, rad- 
ishes and peppers. 


On the other hand, vegeta- 
bles coming in from California 
and Texas are in good supply 
and generally good quality. 

Sharpest increase in price 
may be noticed on potatoes. 
Red ones are higher, with rus- 
sets expected to follow this 
trend, and new potatoes are 
very scarce. 


There are plenty of arti- 
chokes and avocados available 
at moderate prices. 


Vegetables to check as “good 
buys” on your marketing list 
this week include broccoli (of 
superb quality), cabbage, egg- 
plant, celery, iceberg lettuce 
and carrots. Asparagus is be- 
coming more plentiful every 
day, so you may expect prices 
to come down accordingly. 


Moderately priced are corn, 
cucumbers, parsnips, spinach 
and mushrooms. 


Definitely high are squash, 
okra, radishes and rutabagas.

men. on first base. He, too, 
could. be a 20-game winner. 


aniel, after a slow start 
fo ing an appendix opera- 
tion, has thrown very well. 
Howie Pollet, whose opinion 
is Walued here, says McDaniel 
lookBWike a fine pitcher. Lindy 
won 15 games in 1957. He 
could do better than that this 
year. 


Certainly the Cardinals 
showed no big league attack in 
the spring games. But through 
muth*of the exhibition sched- 
ule the batting order was stud- 
ded ‘with players who were 
being tested, players who were 
not major leaguers, or not 
ready for the majors. 


The lineup that Hemus will 
present to start the season is 
not hopeless and helpless. Don 
Blasingame should have the 
best. year of his career. He 
has learned to hit to left, in- 
stead of trying to pull all! 
pitches. He should add 25 
points to his batting average. 

The club made a desperate 
effort to develop Rookie Julio | 
Gotay into a shortstop. But 
even when he failed, that 
didn’t leave the infield hope- | 
less. Alex Grammas won't 
knock down any fences, but | 
he'll field his position ade- 
quately, and he’s a_ better 
punch hitter than he was when 
the Cards had him previously. 

Strong Innér Defense. 

Defensively the infield of 
Bill White, Blasingame, Gram- | 
mas and Ken Boyer requires | 
no apologies, Grammas may not | 
have tremendous range, but | 
neither did Lou Boudreau, who 
did a pretty good job by play- | 
ing the hitters. Boyer, Blasin- | 
game and White are excellent 
defensive men. 

The keys to the question of 
where the Cards will finish are | 
the outfield and the young 
pitchers. At the start Gino Ci- 
moli will play between Stan 
Musial and Joe .Cunriingham. 
That is nota’ great outfield, 
compared to*chémpionship St. 
Louis eombinations, but if Ci- 
moli hits up to expectations and 
Cunningham has another good 
year, that combination should 
make for better than a last 
place finish. Cimoli, a big fel- 
low who takes long strides and 
doesn't look like a sprinter, has 
shown ability to cover the big 
middle field adequately. 

Hemus has a defensive ace 
in the hole-in case Cimoli fal- 
ters or doesn’t: hit. He can send 
Curt Flood to center; apd Flood 
must be ranked with ‘the ex- 
cellent young center fielders 
in the business. If he gets a 
chance and can hit, he'll stay 
there the rest of the year. 

Pitchers generally and young 
pitchers in particular are the 
most uncertain quantities in 
baseball. It is virtually impos- 
sible to evaluate young pitch- 
ers with confidence in the 
spring. The pattern has been 
the same through the decades 
we have been watching spring 
training. 

Hemus High on Pitching. 

The young pitcher, strong 
and with good speed, looks 
good in early spring games. As 
the batters sharpen their eyes, 
the young pitcher finds his 
speed is no longer over-pow- 
ering. He tries to throw a lit-. 
tle harder. He presses. He 
loses control and before long 
he’s back in the minors. 

If Hemus, brand new as a 
manager, made any rash state- 
ments this spring they were 
about young pitchers. In every- 
thing else we thought he was 
sensible and _ conservative.

Easter in Jerusalem 


LONDON, April 9. 

ON EASTER SUNDAY MORNING Nina and I were 
called for at our hotel in Jerusalem by Albert B. Franklin, 
our consul general in Jerusalem. Mr. Franklin is consul 
general on both sides of the border and has a consulate in 
Israel and another in Jordan. 

He has learned Hebrew and lives on the Israeli side, 
though he crosses every day to Jordan. His assistant lives 
in Jordan and speaks Arabic fluently. They make a perfect 
combination. Both of them enter into the lives of the 
people on both sides of the Mandelbaum gate, but they are 
careful to make no judgments and so a position that might 
be very difficult has been successfully maintained and 
they make friends for the United States on hoth sides. 


We crossed the Mandelbaum gate rather early 
because a small group of journalists had objected 
to my being received in Jordan. The Gevernor 
was anxious not to refuse to receive an American 
and took what precautions he could to prevent any 
unpleasantness. I think his feeling was that at 
the time when King Hussein was in the United 
States it would be unfortunate to have anything 
unpleasant occur. I would not have been surpris:d 
if he had decided that I had better not come to the 
services, but I was very glad that his decision was 
to allow me to go. 


It is a most impressive service in the Church of the 
Holy Sepulchre, and at the end of it everyone is given 
candles. Holding them, we followed the procession three 
times around the sepulchre, finally going into a small 
chapel where the patriarch received each one of us. 

After that we had to thread our way through the 
crowds and walked rapidly through the streets to our car. 
Mr. Franklin was pleased to hear the word “welcome” re- 
peatedly as we walked through the streets. 


Nina went sightseeing with Mr. Franklin’s 
son and an excéllent Arab guide immediately 
after the services. I stayed at the consulate and 
saw the Governor and Mayor, who came to visit 
me. They could not have been more charming, 
and the Governor brought me a beautifully bound 
Bible in a lovely olive-wood box, This I shall 
treasure and shall try to place im safekeeping se 
that others can enjoy it also, 


We talked a little about the problems of Jordan, and 
particularly of the refugees. This question must be be- 
coming constantly more acute, though I understand the 
refugees are noW being allowed to do some work. Never- 
theless, resettlement and some kind of reparations paid 
‘are the only real solutions, and the problem should be 
faced and settled through the United Nations as soon as 
possible.

Some Man-Type, Easy-to-fix Dishes 


By Hoyt Alden 


ONE OF OUR READERS, a 


man, writes in to say that he 


agrees with our basic argu- 
ments about the sad decline of 
American cuisine and he agrees 
that if men are going to get the 
kind of cooking they want and 
deserve, they're going to have 
to do it themsel 

The only , he says) is 
that the average male doesn’t 
have much time to kick around 
in the kitchen.. How about 
some recipes for dishes that 
can be put together reasonably 
quick? 

It’s a good point. It just so 
happens we have a few kicking 
around, recipes for he-man 
type dishes that be put to- 


slices in half. Fry them in two 
tablespoons of olive oil until 
they’re just starting to brown. 
Then slice a clove of garlic and 
toss it in. 

Have ready three quarters of 
a pound of top round. Trim off 
the fat and cut the meat into 
cigarette size strips, Add this 
to the onions. Then add a tea- 
spoon of salt, a teaspoon of 
dry mustard and a fourth of a 
teaspoon of dry basil. Cook it 
over a high flame, stirring oft- 
en, until the juice has boiled 
off. Now turn the heat low, add 
a cup of Burgundy wine, stir 
it and cook until half the fluid 
has evaporated. Then add two 
tablespoons of sour cream, stir 
and let it thieken. 

Nothing to it, and you'll 
agree it’s a man-type dish. 


A MAN BAS a hard time 
getting the kind of fried pota- 
toes he likes. Here's one an- 
swer to the problem: 

Boil a pound of small white 
potatoes in their jackets until 
they’re not quite done—about 
40 minutes.

toes, along with half a teaspoon 
of caraway seed, a teaspoon of 
dill seed, half a teaspoon of 
salt and an eighth of a tea- 
spoon coarse pepper.

THE OUTDOOR cooking sea- 
son is coming up, and every 
we get requests for in- 
ormation about shish kebab. 
For some reason this dish has 
been surrounded with a lot of 
mystery when in reality its ba- 
sic meaning is merely meat 
cooked on a skewer over an 
open fire. 

A great many innovations 
have been introduced, but the 
basic shish kebab, which is 
hard to beat, is usually lamb, 
onions and tomatoes. Like this: 

Get a pound of lamb should- 
er and cut it into bite size 
pieces. Make a marinade of a 
cup of red wine, a teaspoon of 
salt, a half teaspoon of mus- 
tard, a chopped clove of garlic 
and tablespoon of olive oil. If 
you can get hold of some mint, 
add half a teaspoon of that. 
Soak the meat in this for an 
hour. 


Get big white onions and big 
ripe but firm tomatoes. Also a 
lemon. Cut the tomato, onion 
and lemon into pencil-thick 
slices. Impale them, with the 
meat, alternately on a skewer, 
beginning and ending with the 
lemon, which helps to hold 
things in place. Cook it over 
a medium hot charcoal fire, 
turning frequently and basting 
with the marinade, until the 
meat is done.

Uncle Ray’s Column 


: Vitamin D in Foods

WITHOUT KNOWING about 
the vitamin D in cod liver oil, 
doctors urgec parents to give 
the oil to babies. There was 
proof that it would keep bones 
from softening. 


After a Russian doctor 
cured rickets with cod liver 
oll, a doctor in Germany 
found a less costly way to 
treat the disease, His name 
was Huldschinsky, and he 
cured rickets with a machine 
which produced ultra-violet 
rays. 


That was a big step forward. 
The machine performed the 
work of sunshine, and helped 
the body to make its own vita- 
min D. 


Ultra-violet machines were 
helpful, but they were some- 
what costly. Hardly one baby 
in 1000 was treated with the 


rays. 

Next came the work of Harry 
Steenbock, a professor at the 
University of Wisconsin. He 


found the way to give vitamin 
everywhere 


D to children 


Years ago I had a long talk 
with Professor Steenbock, and 
he told me of his early work 
on vitamins, which included 
Vitamin A as well as Vitamin 
D. He said: 


“I asked myself, ‘Why not 
turn ultra-violet rays on 
‘food, and see whether the 
food will cure rickets?” 


Acting on that idea, the pro- 
fessor used an Alpine sun lamp 
on chopped liver, and fed the 
liver to white rats in his labo- 
ratory. The white rats were 
suffering from rickets. After 
eating the ray-filled liver for a 
time, the rats became well. 


The Alpine lamp was tested 
on various other foods, and 
further success was won. The 
“Steenbock process” was ap- 
lied to canned milk and to 
resh milk, and millions of 
babies were guarded from 
rickets. Today the idea is used 
far and wide.
